Beauty and Utility. 


A western paper discusses "the city beautiful" in an enter- 


taining way in an effort ib show (hat the beautifying of cities 
is a,paying investment,:even when viewed from the sordid 
standpint of dollars and cents, and there is reason to believe 
that its'argument is sound. At the same time it is true that 
not all cities are in a position to cultivate the beautiful to the 
extent that some do. In this field, as in others, circumstances 
alter cases, and it remains for each individual municipality to 
do the best it can under the circumstances in which it finds it- 
self. To attempt to do more than the circumstances warrant 
is folly and simply serves to lay unnecessary hardships upon 
the taxpayers, and to do less is equally foolish and reprehensi- 
ble. 
A city is under as much obligation to make the most of 


itself as is an individual. 


But while most men will be inclined to agree with the prop- 


osition laid down by this western paper, not all will be con- 
vinced by its comparisons that beautification is the first and 
most important duty of every municipality, A comparison is 
made of rich, residential cities with manufacturing centers, 
and figures are presented to show that the growth of the cities 
which a're the pleasantest places of residence has been greater 
during the last ten years than that of cities which it might be 
said, as of individuals, have their living to make: After pre- 
senting a number of such comparisons the paper asks: 
"Now 


where would you have preferred to own real estate during the 
last census decade, opposite the shoe factories of Lynn or the 
homes of Oakland? 
In the shadow of the smokestacks of 


Pittsburg or the palms of Los Angeles? In view of the anthra- 
cite mines of Scranton or the mountains of Denver?"
